What it Is Said to Amount to— Contradictory 
Statements. 

Chicxco, Dec. 9. — Aa announced yester- 
day, 585 telographors out of a total of U.'iO 
employed on tlia Chicago, Rock ItJand & 
Pacific railway stopped work promptly at 
10 o'clock yesterduy morning, in obedience 
to the order of.Grand Chief Ramsay, of tho 
order of railway telegraphers. General 
Manager St. John, of tho Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific ro»d, however, ridicules 
this estimate, and says he knows no differ- 
ence whatever in the operation of the road, 
and belittles tho value of operators' services 
by claiming that the company can yet along 
easily with a third of tho force ou duly on 
Wednesday. 

Chief Ramsay, of tho Order of Railroad 
Telegraph Operators, had a conference this 
afternoon with Chiefs Wilkinson and 
Clarke, of the Trainmen and Conductors 
Orders respectively. Tho result of tho 
conference was not announced, but it was 
stated that if the Rook Island company suc- 
ceeded in replacing the striking telegraph 
operutors with non-union men a strike 
among the members of the various railroad 
organizations on tho line is inevitable. 

Chief Ramsay declared to day that tho 
Hock Island operators' strike wus in full 
force, despito General Manager St. John's 
denials and counter statements, The Rock 
Island sidetracks aro already blocked with 
freight trains and the freight business of tho 
road is at u standstill. 

Davenport, Iowa, Dee. 9. — Vice-Presi- 
dent Kimball, of the Rock Island road, said 
yesterday, that the telegraphers' strike 
would uoc seriously interfere with the uso 
of the wires for traiu work in Iowa. From 
the Mississipi river to Council Bluffs not 
more than twelve operators had left their 
keys, and on the division from Davenport) 
to Kansas City, fifteen or twenty had gone 
out, Traina wero moving regularly by the 
dispatchers' orders, except where the snow- 
storm has interfered. Ho Bays tho strike 
will not be general west of the Mississippi 
river, and that none of the dispatchers will 
join the strikers. 



"HEW TO THE LINE!" 



What the Commission on the Panama 
Canal Swindle Are 
Developing. 

The Government Want a Thorough 
Inquiry— Resignation of the 
Attorney- General. 



Paris, Dec. 9. — The Panama commission 
considered to-day the report of tho three 
members sent to examine Kohn and 
Reinaoh's books. Tho report was to tho 
effect that the sub-committee found records 
of the withdrawal from Baron de Reinaoh's 
privite account of more than one million 
francs in tho first six months of 1888. M. 
Al ton, who ia believed to have done all tho 
Canal compai.y'a dirty work at that time, 
bad cashed tho checks for most of 
that sum. M. Ribot, premier, and M. 
Bourgeois, minister of justice, were intro- 
duced to the commission. Both said the 
Government was anxious to co-operate with 
the commission in throwing light 113 rapidly 
and as fully as possiblo upon the Canal 
company's affairs. Tho documents concern- 
ing these affairs, now in the keeping of tho 
courts and the minister of justice, would 
be communicated unreservedly to the com- 
mission. M. Bourgeois added that certain 
objections which had been raised to such 
proceedings were valid only as far as the 
publication of tho documents was con- 
cerned. 

M. Brisson, chairman, on behalf of tho 
commission, thanked the Ministers wnrmly 
for their welcome promises of assistance, 
and gave assurances that the documents in 
question would be treated as the Govcrn- 
ernmeut desired. The documents number 
•1SS, and contain the completo record of the 
Panama Canal Company, M. Humbert, 

the liquidator of Baron Dj Reinaoh's estate, 
hits requested that the commission be re- 
presented at tho examination of Baron 
De Reinaoh's papers. The commis- 
sion agreed to send a representative 
if the Government approved of the proposal.

Panama Canal Directors Likely to be 
Arrested— Political Crisis iu 
Buenos Ayres. 



London, Dec. 8.— It ia learned that Mra. 
Maybrick, the American woman confined 
iu Woking prison, convicted of murdering 
her husband, was critically ill on Thursday. 
It was thought that she was dying and the 
last sacrament was administered. Sho 
made a last confession and declared that 
she was innocent of moral intent or deed 
and uct against the lifo of James Maybrick. 
Sho had several hemorrhages of tho lungs, 
which left her so weak that if they occur 
again she will probably die. She has been 
suffering from hemorrhages for six weeks. 
Sho has petitioned the homo secretary to 
release her from prison before tho disease 
becomes incurable, Tho home secretary 
said that the caso of Mrs. Maybrick was 
receiving serious consideration. 

The fears at the stock exchange of an im- 
mediate collapse in silver values appear to 
have vanished. Silver securities have 
strengthened during tho last two days, 
rupee paper closing yesterday J per cent, 
better than on the previous duy. It has 
again risen | per cent, to-day. It is pre- 
dicted that the failure of the International 
Monetary conference will have no effect upon 
the stock exchange. Most of the securities 
held here are gold obligations, and it is 
reusoned that the more silver falls in value 
the more the people will invest in gold 
securities.

DUTY ON MINING MACHINERY. 

' To the Editor :— The letter of Mr. F. 
S. Barnard is a temperate one and calls for 
reply in no other way. The sense, I think, 
of his opening sentence is : We havo had 
machinery of a certain class on the free list 
for three years, but it is questionable 
whether much benefit has shown itself up 
to dato. 1 ugreo with him. Ho has struck 
the keynote of my experience. 

Flaeor or poor man's mining being worked 
out, quartz remains, and is therefore under- 
stood. It would appear then, duty or no 
duty, tho position is much as ho has describ- 
ed it, and I will endeavor to show from this 
standpoint that it makes little difference in 
the working of a mine or to the poor pros- 
pector whether duties are collected or not. 

Granted that wo havo hael practical ex- 
perience in mining centres and of mining 
absolutely. Tho following seems to me 
necessary for an introduction. It ia tho 
poor prospector who finds the inino, and for 
a consideration turns it over to a public 
company or largo capitalist ; for tho poor 
prospector knows to work it himself requires 
capital, and plenty of it, and hence his un- 
willingness, or iudeod any sensible person 
who is not a largo capitalist, of engaging in 
enterprises of this kind single-handed. 

Any doubts on this point cau be dispelled 
by reference to opinions of mining journals. 
Accepted, then, the business of developing 
a mine rests with capital, and, moro assur- 
edly, with a corporation. Mining is a thor- 
oughly legitimate enterprise, but acknowl- 
edged much of a lottery in its prizes. Tho 
investor knows this perfectly well before- 
hand, or, ut least, it is assumed so. At tho 
same time, no bona fide company will start 
without the experience of its experts as to 
its proapects. 

Granted, they are gootl. 

Hero, then, I unhesitatingly assert that 
the price of proper machinery cuts a small 
figure In the c vsc, and a few thousand dol- 
lars (for duty, for instance) either way will 
not stop the development of the mine in 
view of tho possibilities of immense rsturns. 

Time is exceeding short with me, so, if 
agreeable to you, Mr. Editor, I will con- 
clude later.

ABOUT ALASKA. 

The report of the United States Secre- 
tary of the Interior contains some intereut- 
inp; information respecting tho Territory of 
Alaska. The Governor reports that tho 
population of Alaska, white unci native, ore 
loyal to the Government and are getting on 
fairly well. There seems to be something 
wrong about the courts of Alaska. The 
gentlemen who preside over them nre called 
" commissioners " and they get ouly one 
thousand dollars a year. The Governor 
complains, and no doubt with very good 
rausou, that capable men are not to be had for 
that money. The principal business of the 
courts seems to bo adjudicating upon ves- 
sels which have been seized for one cau6C 
or another. 

Up to June, 1892, the report says, 
six vessels were attached for illegal seal- 
ing. Three cases are still pending ; the 
schooner La Nimfa was condemned and 
appealed ; the schooner Ethel condemned 
and sold ; steam schooner Challenge con- 
demned and eale ordered. Sineo July 1 
three other seizures have been made, 
being those of the British steamer Coquit- 
lam, British schooner Winnifred, and 
whaling bark Lydiu. Tho two 
former cases nre pending, the latter was 
fined for violation of revenue laws and dis- 
charged, the sealskins on board being re- 
tained by the collector aa seized for forfeit- 
ure. Tiie disbursements for tho year by 
the United States marshals amounted to 
$28,524 K7, and there is reported an out- 
standing deficiency covering the yeurs 1890, 
1S01 and 1S9J of $D,G30..">S. Tho receipts of 
the district court amounted to $4,309.22, of 
which §3,346.22 came from the sale of a 
schooner and sealskins seized. 

If the ollioers of tho courts have any in- 
terest in the seizures, the unfortunates who 
get into their clutches may expect to be 
pretty well stripped before they get away. 
The marshals are as badly paid as the com- 
missioners, being allowed a salary of only 
$700 a year. A letter from Mrs. L. H. 
Daggett, secretary of the Alaskan bureau of 
tho Methodist Episcopal church, quoted in 
the report, gives the reader a pretty fail- 
idea of the way in which jus- 
tice is administered in Unalaaka, 
which i3 described as the rendezvous 
for all vessels in the Bearing Sea trade. 
After saying that the United .States marshal 
" made a drunken sailor pay him §5 for 
giving him (the sailor) a beating," tho lady 
goes on to say : 

There is no law there. For a time there 
was what was called a United States com- 
missioner, but what of no one knows. He 
was surely no " terror to evil doors." 
They had been expecting another muu 
called by the same name. 

This man should be a man, not a tool in 
the hands of such as desire to keep law 
from the place; a lawyer, a judge, and 
a righteous one, too. The Marshal is 
.simply a police olliccr, but as there is no 
lock-up, all lie can do is to drag tho pris- 
oners aboard ship or beat them and let them 
run. 

Tli) Report shows, however, that Alaska 
is of considerable importance to the United 
States. The total value of the goods ex- 
ported wa9.$7,769,064, and ti c imports nro 
valued at $2,164,238. This is, of course, 
occlusive of tiie gooJs which were smuggled 
i nto tho country, tho value of which teems 
to bo quite considerable. The com- 
modities imported oro, machinery, powder, 
clothing, provisions, tools, furniture uud 
various other things, which aro included 



under the general head " merchandise 
The exports are fish, furs, whalebono, ivory, 
oils, gold and silver bullion, ores, and 
curios. Tho salmon in ciscs wero valued 
at $3,176,176, the whalebone at $1,210,625, 
and the sealskins at §755,587. Tho furs 
haudled by tho Alaska Commercial Com 
pmy in 1891 amounted to $348,990. We 
infor that sealskins are not included in this 
quantity; It is tho North American Com 
mercial Company that has now a monopoly 
of the sealskin trade of Alaska. 

It is somewhat remarkable that although 
the commerce of Alaska is so considerable 
tho customs receipts amounted lust year 
to only $8,010, while tho disbursements 
were ?I7,27G. The disbursements of tin 
Customs house of this territory, which im 
porta more than two millions worth of 
goods, does not pay halt its expenses. This, 
to an outsider, appears passing strange. 

Very little is said about the population 
of Alaska. The census returns as regards 
the Indians are evidently not relied upon by 
the Governor. The white population by 
the census, which is 4,303, is said to be 
fairly accurate, but no liguros are given 
with re-pect to the aboriginal inhabitants, 
and nothing encouraging is said as to their 
condition and prospects. The information 
with respect to mining is also exceedingly 
meagre. We are told that the total ship- 
ments from tho Treadwell mine siuco 1SS2 
amount to §:},81G,182, and that the dividend 
piid last year was $450,000. The report 
winds up the mining section with the fol- 
lowing short but very significant sentence : 
" More capital, nioro development work, 
and less speculation in worthless properties 
aro essential to greater progress in the 
work." 



' COUNT LESSBPS. 

It has leaked out that Count Lesseps has 
always been a reckless and a not very high- 
principled financier, and that his Panama 
system is but a continuation of tho method 
he pursued when pushing his Suez Canal 
project. It is said if the judges in his case 
pursue tho course usually taken in im- 
portant criminal cases in France, ami in- 
quire closely into the antecedents of the 
licensed, they will find that Lesseps was not 
by any means a novice in the ways of finan- 
ciers who depend for success upon their 
wits as much as upon their cash capital. It 
is said thut when he started the Sue/. Canal 
bis resources were quite inadequate, and 
that he raised successive loans on a system 
which was afterwards applied with expan- 
sions in financing for the Panama Canal. 
He had then for a partner Iamail Pasha, 
who was a most unprincipled man. He 
forced the miserable Egyptian peasants to 
work on tho canal without pay, and under 
the lash of a taskmaster. It is said 
by the London correspondent of tho 
New York Times that "no American 
or Eng'ish projector could have ven- 
tured upon working with tho rile allies 
with whom de Lesseps co-operated for 
years." The Suez Canal turned out to be a 
magnificent success, and no unpleasant in- 
quiries were set on foot to find out by what 
means that success had been achieved. But 
the Panama Canal has been an ignominious 
failure, and naturally people are desirous to 
know what was done with the money which 
they are never to see ugnin. This is how 
the disgraceful revelations came to be made. 
Had the Panama Canal been anything like 
aa successful as tlieYme'at Suez, no one would 
have heard a whisper about the millions 
that had bjon spent in bribing the Legisla- 
ture and the press, and the great engineer 
would have been held up to posterity as tho 
purest as well as tho greatest of projectors. 
As it is the indications arc that the Panama 
failure will take from M. de Lesseps the re- 
putation which it was believed he had hon- 
orably gained in the East. 

Tho evidence taken before the Parliament- 
ary commission, so far, has confirmed much 
that has been said about the practices of 
the Panama projectors, but there seems to 
be a clashing of jurisdiction between tho 
law court and tho Chamber of Deputies. 
Whether the result will be to mako tho in- 
vestigation more searching or to aid thoso 
interested in hiding the truth to suppress 
evidence, does not yet appear. 

AN AMERICAN IN KOOTENAY, 

Those who aro continually declaring that 
tninersare better treated in the United States 
than they arc in British Columbia should 
reud the letter which Mr, E. E. Coy, who 
has made a trial of both countries, lias writ- 
ten„to the Spokane Review. Mr. Coy lived 
and worked for some time in Idaho. Hear- 
ing about the prospects of tho Kootenay 
district, he came to British Columbia and 
settled in Kaslo, which he has, wo seo by 
tho Nelson Tribune, done much to build up. 
Comparing tho condition of the miner and 
the administration of the laws in the two 
countries, Mr. Coy says: — 

The laws arc ten to ono better there than 
here (in tho States). During my six months' 
residence in the new mining town of Kaslo, 
made up of people from all parts of the world, 
excopt ono occasion I haven't seen or 
heard of a need to call a peace olliccr. 
There are bad men thero from all parts of 
tho world, but they are remarkably docile. 
Had Kuslo been in tho United States 
there would perhaps have been twenty or 
more men killed. Thero are no low-down

grogshops. A license to sell whiskey is 
granted only to hotels, which must first 
have kitchen, dining room and at least 
eight bedrooms in good order, and the gold 
commissioner bus full power to rcvoko- any 
and all licenses, uud will do so on complaint 
of any respectable citizen. 

One man jumped another's claim beoauso 
his stakes were not quite largo enough and 
tho writing not exactly right. After patient- 
ly listening to tho evidence, Judge Walkem 
said to the jumper : "It, wasn't neighborly 
iu you to jump this man's claim, fur," said 
bo, " prospectors and millers are not sup- 
posed to be lawyers, or to carry pen, ink 
and paper, and you, sir, couldn't have this 
claim if his stakes weren't one-half as largo 
as they are." And the would-be robber was 
only too glad to get out of the presence of 
the august judge. Had it been on this side, 
the best he could have gob would have been 
r. hung jury— I know whereof I speak — and 
nearly nil the claims would now be tied up 
in litigation. But a jumper lias no show in 
British Columbia, hence no litigation. 

Last spring tho people of Kuslo raised a 
little money and fitted up a school-house. 
Reverend Mr. Martin volunteered to teach 
school, and before tho first mouth expired 
up comes a government appropriation of 
$10 per month for a school the year round. 
When did Uncle Sam ever do likewise for a 
mining camp only two months old, or for 
any other camp? It is true tho enterpris- 
ing people of Kaslo are building a $.'10,000 
wagon road, but beyond doubt the govern- 
ment will rep ly this money as they have 
done in every case heretofore. 

1 could fill The Review with valid reasons 
showing that wo are better oil' in Canada 
than wo would be under Uncle Sam's wings, 
and I challenge Mr. Carpenter or anyone 
else to give one valid reason showing that 
we would be benefited by annexation, with 
tho one exception, i.e., tho removal of duty 
from lead, and this tho D. P. (with a big 
D) will doubtless adjust soon after March 4. 

The editor of tho Times of this city who is 
so zealous in iiis efforts to make the people of 
Kootenay believe that they are dreadfully 
ill-used and horribly neglcoted, should read 
this letter of an intelligent American, who 
knows more about mining camps and min- 
ing towns in the United States than most 
men. He does not magnify every slight 
inconvenience which can bo easily remedied 
into a serious grievance, and ho is very far 
from believing that Koottnuy has been 
" checked in every possible way." Whom 
are we to believe, the professional political 
grievance-monger or the practictd American 
miner who lives iu Kootenay and who has 
had a fair opportunity of comparing the 
advantages and the disadvantages of Koote- 
nay and Idaho from a miner's point of view.

Ono of tho Earliest Mines in British 
Columbia to be Practically' 
Developed. 



The Wealth of Columbia's Minerals as 
Seen by a Practical 
Outsider. 



Mr. Jacob Holland, one of the best known 
mining experts on the coast, is in town. 
He has just returned from tho Vun Winkle 
bar, on the Fraser, Borne threo miles above 
Lytton. Operations on tho mine were 
started as far back aa 1858, when there wore 
not less than 300 men employed. Shortly 
afterwards the Cariboo excitement sot in, 
and most of tho hands leaving for tho new 
field, the claim was abandoned. 

Chinese then took it up, and having done 
profitable surface work, cleared out in turn 
to Cariboo. Then the Indians embarked iu 
mining in their crude way, and they aho 
made it pay. But " to Cariboo" was tho 
cry, and again the Van Wiuklo becama do- 
sorted. 

All the surface baa been worked over, but 
more practical men going over tho ground 
discovered that thcro was still much left 
worth looking after. Tho Van Winkle 15 ir 
Syndicate was formed, chiefly of Victoria 
and Vancouver capitalists, and by them the 
services of Mr. Holland were secured. Ml. 
Holland has been a couple of months on tin 
grounds, and so confident is ho and aro hit 
backers as to their wealth, that they luvc 
put in about 3,000 feet of pipe, from 10 to 
18 inches in diameter, for hydraulic pur 
poses. 

The water comes from List Chance creek, 
and tho pressure is ."177 feet. About 120 
foot of sluico flume have been built, 
everything dono preparatory to a good 
season's work. Tho bar is about threo 
miles in length, with an averago width of 
half a mile. Tho threo benches struck run 
from a fo-.v cents to SI per cubic yard. 

Mr. Holland leaves for San Francisco in 
a couple of days. This is his first viait to 
British Columbia, and he is most favorably 
impressed with ita mineral resources.- 

"You have," a aid he to a Colonist re 
porter, yesterday, "a splendid mineral 
country, and all it wants are energy and 
capital to work it up. Von have illimitable 
gold, silver, iron, lead, quicksilver and coal 
mines here. D> you people want more 
What made Denver? It was a one-horse 
town not many years ago, until smeltiug 
works were started; and look at it to-day 

"You want more enterprise here, am 
that is about all, for you have the natural 
wealth, Here ia a bar that has paid every- 
ono wdio worked it, but it was abandoned 
and wo take it up, and you bet it will pay 
As soon as thu season opens up we will be 
at it again."

He Thinks the Americans Will Come 
Out of the, Arbitration 
Much Worsted. 



Port Tow.nsend, Dec. 9.— In the course 
of conversation lust night, Governor Lyirrnu 
Knupp of Alaska, thus expressed his opin- 
ions : 

" The Ultimate fate of the fur seul will be 
extermination, and the United Sutea 
should do the sumo us Russia. That gov- 
ernment simply suys seals aro my property, 
and confiscates all vessels Caught ' poach- 
ing.' The best solution of the BealiiiK iiues- 
tion would be for the United States to 
Bcizo, confiscate, and break up all vessels 
found illegally plying the sealinc; vocation 
iu or about our sealing grounds in tlio 
coiiiinir arbitration negotiations I believe 
the United States will emerge very much 
worsted." , . , , 

The Governor thinks tho seizure of the 
British steamer Coquitlam last spring by 
the Corwlu, under command of Captain 
Hooper, will result in an international dis- 
pute, providing the United States Govern- 
ment cannot succeed in establishing tho 
claim to a jurisdiction of 12 milesfroin 
shore as against the claim of three miles to 
be brought forward by tho sealers' associa- 
tion of Victoria. He says that Alaska is 
fairly prosperous, but the proBta made by 
white people are taken out of the country, 
so that, outside of the mines, there is very 
little done in the way of developing AUwkas 
resources. The fisheries are a great indus- 
try. Fish also forms a most important 
part of the food of the natives. The sal- 
mon pack this year will not bo (jinto so 
large as last year, owing to the oombine of 
the canners. There are four linns engaged 
in the cod fisheries, and ono which makes 
oil and guano from herring. 

Governor Knupp thinks tho luto federal 
census of Alaska was very imperfectly 
taken. He estimates the entiro population 
of tho territory between :{,"),0()0 and 10,001), 
instead of 32,000. He says that Ivan 
Petroff's enumerators did tho work during 
the summer season when most of the natives 
were away from their villages. The gov- 
ernor says no formal request bad been made 
to Commander Jolinsun of tho warship 
Mohican to ussist in finding the supposed 
lost mail steamer Elsie before lie came 
down. The matter had been informally 
talked about and he thinks such a request 
will probably be made later. Inquiry into 
the mutter is said to be now under way by 
the navy department and Johnson will 
probably bo court-martialed. 

The question most agitated and one most 
difficult to deal with is that of a form of 
government. There are soma who favor a, 
full territorial form of government, but ho 
thinks the people are not prepared for it, 
and tho vast extent of country, the scatter- 
ed population, with no means of communi- 
cation throughout tho country, renders such 
a plan im practicable aside from the fact 
that there is nothing to tax in the country, 
and the Federal Government would be ob- 
liged to support every public institution. 
There are only some 'JO land titles in the 
country uside from mines. There is nothing 
in Alaska to support a homo government. 
Then tho majority of the natives have no 
comprehension whatever of the forms 
of government, and yet they are citizens. 
The country should have, he thinks, a dele- 
gate iu congress. Then there should be a 
commission, whose duty should be to inves- 
tigate and recommend legislation to con- 
gress and to a certain extent, and with the 
approval of the president, make temporary 
regulations in minor mattei a. It should also 
act as a school board for the territory and a 
board of health, and supervise all the Fed- 
eral institutions. The members of this 
hoard, not being obliged to remain at the 
seat of government like the executive, can 
travel about investigating the different in- 
stitutions of the country, and can appear 
before congressional committees or the presi- 
dent to explain the necessity for hiwsreeoni- 
inended by them, etc. 

Educational matters have been sadly 
neglected in Alaska for the past two years 
The commissioner of education has not 
visited a single school that he knows of. 
The assistant commissioner has never been 
in Alaska, but is a clerk in Washington 
City, and the district commissioner for the 
southeastern part of the country is also a 
United States commissioner, and thereby 
prevented from moving about. There are 
only four de jure magistrates in the whole 
country. There aro some justices of the 
peace, but os few as possible, because their 
authority is very doubtful, and they act as 
Bcldoin as possible, and only when there ia 
a clear case and backed by unanimous pub- 
lic opinion. The missions are doing fairly 
well. They are not accomplishing as much 
as enthusiasts believe, but they are_ doing 
more than captious critics are willing to 
concede." 

The Governor is on his way home from 
the ceremonies incident to the World's Fair 
dedicatory exercises held in Chicago. Ho 
wont us far as Washington, where lie w« 
called by Secretary of the Interior Noble 
relative to legislation iu which it is pro- 
posed to give Alaska a sort of territorial 
form of government. A bill has already 
been prepared which provides for a secre- 
tary of state, congressman, two additional 
deputy marshals, and four commissioners. 
Orville M. l'latt, of Connecticut, chairman 
of the Senate committee on territories, has 
charge of the proposed measure, and will 
push its passage at the present session, 
Beginning the next season the Treasury 
Department will station one of the largest 
revenue cutters in Alaskan waters. The 
vessel will not be there permanently, but 
will patrol us many months out of the year 
as it can bo spared from duty at othe" 
points on tho coast. 

NEW FRENCH MINISTRY. 

Their Declarations Applauded by the Depu- 
ties and a Motion of Confidence 
Adopted. 

I'.uus, Deo. 8. — The declaration of the 
new ministry was read iu the Seimto and 
Chamber of Deputies to-day. The declara- 
tion affirmed the intention of tho Cabinet 
and Chamber by every means in its power 
to throw light upon the Panama, canal af- 
fair. Nevertheless, it continued, tho Cab- 
inet must affirm the principle of separation 
of the executive, legislative and judicial 
powora. Tho declaration was greatly ap- 
plauded in tho house. 

Iu the Chamber Deputy Hubbard asked 
tho Government whether it would 
commuuicato to the houso tho documents In 
tho Panama prosecution. Ho also naked for 
information as to tho general attititdo tho 
Cabinet intended to adopt toward tho 
committee. . 

M. liourgoois, minister of justice, declar- 

i ■■ ! W 



cd that the government would accord to tho 
committee the moat extensive powers com- 
patible with the principle of keeping separ- 
ate the judicial and legislative functions. 
Tho government was also prepared to com- 
municate partly or eutiroly the contents of 
documents in the Panama investigation. 

M. Brisson said the committee, wus anx- 
ious to co-operate with the government 
Nobody wouhl seek to make the present 
debute the occasion of a conflict. The com- 
mittee, however, would make certain reser- 
vations in regard to the partial communica- 
tion of documents promised by the govern- 
ment. 

M. Hubbard moved that nil the Panama 
documents ho communicated to tho com- 
mittee. 

M. Ribot opposed this motion, which was 
rejected by a vote of 308 to li.SO. A vote of 
confidence was then adopted. 

AGRICULTURAL CONGRESS. 

Tenants Demand to bo Secured on tho Im- 
provements They Make to Holdings, 

LONDON, Deo. 9.— The unanimity and en- 
thusiasm of tho Agricultural congress in 
favor of protection and hi-metallism aston- 
ished both the Liberals and Conservatives. 
The conference re-assembled yesterday. Sir 
Richard Paget; Conservative member of 
Parliament, said it was not alone protection 
that was demanded, but that tho Imperial 
and local taxes must bo reduced. Many 
tanners paid income tax on an income that 
waa never earned. Sir Richard's motion 
was carried. 

T. Carrington Smith moved that the laws 
of land tenure should be so amended us to 
secure to the tenants the improvements 
they make on holdings. Tho motion ulso 
declared for abolition of distress for rent 
and an equal division of rates between the 
owners and ocou pants of land. 

William Smith, president of tho Lanca- 
shire Booiety, offered an amendment, that 
the truo remedy for tho agricultural dis- 
tress was the " three F's." Charles Read, 
another agriculturist, said tho "three F's" 
were of no uso to him. The amendment 
offered by William Smith to T. Carrington 
Smith's motion was rejected.

THE MONEY STANDARD. 

Several New Suggestions to the Conference— 
The U. H. Likely to Decrease Silver 
Purchases. 

London', Dec. !).— At a meeting of the 
institute of bankers hero Leslie Probyn pro- 
pounded a scheme for the introduction of 
the gold standard into India without reduc- 
ing the silver currency or adding largely to 
tho gold reserve already held. As tho 
scheme involved empowering the govern- 
ment to reduce the redundant silver by pur- 
chase if necessary, it was adversely criticis- 
ed. There is a feeling hero against any 
move being made until it is known what 
America is going to do. Advices from Mel- 
bourne show that u sharp decline has 
occurred there in the price of silver mine 
shares. Right Hon. Henry Chaplin intends 
to make a motion in the commons declaring 
in favor of bimetallism. 

Brussels, Dec. !). — In reply to an invita- 
tion extended to him by the majority of the 
conference, Prof. Andrews made an address, 
in which he said : "We will not forever 
continue alone the t tsk of sustaining the 
price of silver. If Europe is not enough in- 
terested in the matter to CO operate with us, 
we will soon decrease our annual purchases 
of silver and begin to provide for recruiting 
our currency by the issue of paper. The 
next Congress is nearly certain to open pro- 
cedure in that direction. We will not give 
up our gold." Referring to the tariff the 
professor said it was obvious there was no 
surer way to lower the American tariff than 
for Europe mid the United Stales to agreo 
upon a policy favorable to silver as money. 
That alone would abate tho incessant con- 
flict for gold, and leave the U. S. free to ex- 
pect a gtneious reduction in the customs 
tariff. 

Allard, a Belgian delegate, yesterday laid 
before the conference a plan for an inter- 
national agreement for the purchase, under 
common account, of stocks of silver, against 
which treasury notes shall be issued by the 
contracting states, none of which shall be 
obliged to coin the silver thus purchased or 
modify the existing currency legislation. 
The plan also proposes that these notes 
shall have international cii dilation. Raffol- 
ovich, the Russian delegate, declared that 
nnditions no international 
Mine. 

ferenee adjourns next week 
leavo the governments rc- 
cido whether or not it shall 
assemnio in January. The American and 
other bimetallic delegates will try to obtain 
a recommendation to all the governments to 
allow from a year to eighteen months to 
elapse before taking ajtive measures toward 
changing the present currency policy. The 
advocates of this hope much from the 
growth of bimetallism as a political force in 
British politics. The proceedings at the 
British agricultural difference, in London 
struck some of the delegates like a revolft 
tion.

MURDER AND ROBBERY. 

A Wealthy Hunker nt Odessa Killed Under 
Atrocious Circumstances for Ilia 
Money and Valuables. 

ODESSA, Dec. 9. — An ulrocioua murder 
for the purpose of robbery has been perpe- 
trated here. Moses Lipschitz, a wealthy 
banker, was known to havo a large quan- 
tity of money nnd jewelry in his house. 
While Lipsehitz was in bed tho houso wub 
entared by ten masked robbers. Several of 
them rushed upon the servants, and seizing 
them by the throat compelled them to 
swallow vodka until they wcro help- 
lepsly drunk. The lobbers made their 
way to the room occupied by 
Lipschitz. What took place there is not 
known, but tho appearances next morning 
indicate that the banker had struggled 
fiercely in defence of his money and his life. 
The robbers carried off a large quantity of 
valuables an well as money, besides beating 
the banker to death. His bed-room wus 
splashed with blood, and in one of his hands 
v, as grasped a handful of hair from one of 
tho robbers. The police are tracking the 
murderers, and it is expected they will be 
arrested. 

THE CRONIN .MURDER. 

Death of Another of the Persons Imprisoned 
for Complicity in It. 

Jouette, Ills., Dec. 9.— -Martin Burke, 
who was received here on January 14, 1S00, 
with Patrick O'dullivan and Dan Coughlin 
for the murder of Dr. Cronin, died in the 
prison hospital to-night of consumption. He 
made no confession ; but, on tho contrary, 
protested his innocence to the last: Of the 
three men give« life sentences for the mur- 
der of Dr. Cronin, Coughlin is the only one 
no\v alive, O'Sullivan having succumbed to 
consumption six months ago. Burke is the 
fourteenth person connected with the Cronin 
trial who has died since that famous ease 
ended.

An interesting cise involving questions of 
legal practico in tho Supremo court of Brit- 
ish Columbia was heard yesterday afternoon 
before tho Divisional court. Their Lord- 
ships Sir Matthew Buillio Begbio, chief jus- 
tice; and Air. Justice Drake presiding. It 
was un appeal in A. W. More i; Co. v. Pat- 
terson ft ali from an order of Air. .JiiHlieo 
Orease enabling tho plaintiffs to sign final 
judgment. The appeal was sot by Air. Jus- 
tice Drake to come on yesterday, us execu- 
tion wns about to be issued under the judg- 
ment, and further coats might be incurred. 
Mr. H. D. Helmcken, of Drake, Jaokeon fc 
Helnicken, appear, d for tho appellants, 
Mr, A. E. MoPhilllps, of MoPhlllipi, 
VVootton Barnard, for the respondent, 

Mr. Helnicken moved to have the judg- 
ment set aside. Tho original action was to 
recover $317.80, the amount of a promissory 
note signed by the defendant. Patterson and 
endorsed by the other defendants, who were 
trading under tho name and style of Smith 
& ('lurk. Interest, §17 SO, and notarial fees 
were added, but on the original writ, 
the endorsement was not complete, inasmuch 
as no statement was attached showing that 
the noto had been presented to the endors- 
ers and payment demanded. Therefore, 
when motion was made) to nign judgment, 
befoie Mr. Justice Drake, us ugainst the 
maker of the noto nnd the endorser, His 
Lordship made *he order as against the 
maker, but refused to grant it as against 
the endorser on the ground of insufficient 
endorsement of the writ. Motion was then 
made to amend the writ, this being granted 
by consent. A motion was next made to 
Air. Justice Creaso to sigu judgment us 
against the endorser, and the order was 
made. 

Air. Helmcken appealed from this ordi r 
on the giound that the writ having been 
amended it was necessary for a new appear- 
ance to be filed, or else if the writ was not 
amended in a material way no appeal could 
lie from the order of Air. Justice Drake to 
Mr. Justice Creasi. 

The Court sustained the appeal, with 
coots to the appellant. In courso of argu- 
ment it came out ilia the judgment wns 
what the Chief Justice styled a "snup judg 
menfc," the plaintiffs' solicitors in the suit 
having endeavored to get in before the en- 
dorsers of tho noto assigned, UB they subse- 
quently did. The interesting point was us 
to what length of time must elapse between 
tho amending cf tho writ and subsequent 
proceedings, there being no set rule. At 
the request of Air. R. Cassidy, reporter for 
tho law society, theii Lordships will deliver 
a written judgment at a date to be fixed.
